TOWN AND COUNTRY. 


Nor the natural town and country, the contrasts 
of which are forced upon us, who live in town, so 
regretfully and painfully at this season of the 
year! Town and country will call up during the 
next week or fortnight anything but the usual 
associations. Green trees, purling brooks, slop- 
ing landscapes, and bright gardens, will be 
pushed aside, far away from both memory and 
thought. The bricky characteristics of the 
metropolis and the large boroughs will be for- 
gotten, and town and country will be for once 
identical in feature. The chief meaning of both 
will consist in hustings, committee - rooms, 
and what are designated polling-booths.” These 
features and appurtenances of a General Election 
are the same everywhere. A committee-room in 
Lambeth is exactly like a committee-room, say 
in Stoke Pogis. You see the same red and blue 
bills and the same sheets of foolscap ; chairs of 
exactly identical pattern; while the room itself 
has that recognised odour which pertains to all 
such rooms in English hostelries. The very 
clerks and messengers wear the same suits and 
have the same look. They are, in fact, a recog- 
nised order in the political constitution of Eng- 
land, and seem compelled, like mutes at C 
to adopt one uniform expression and one tint of 
complexion. 

ere, however, in election matters, the parallel 
ends. The scenery may be the same, and some 
of the inhabitants may resemble each other so 
closely as to appear to belong to oue family, but 
the people as a whole are different, and the influ- 
ences which surround them are altogether of 
another order. Townspeople are the more 
active, quick, prompt and energetic. Country 
people are quiet, slow, and reflective. Towns- 
people soon adopt reforms ; country people adopt 
them very slowly—if, indeed, asa body, they ever 
adopt them—which is a debateable question. By 
reason of natural and acquired habit, more than 
from any external influences which may be 
brought to bear upon them, they are conservative 
in their modes of thought and in their purposes 
of action. They are, however, and must be, leas 
conservative than they were. They have grown 
during the last six years relatively as well as ab- 
solutely. They have been supplied with a more 
stimulating intellectual food. Literary institu- 
tions have multiplied, and some of the best intel- 
lect of the age has been employed to teach them 
new truths of art and science, and therefore to 
predispose them to accept new truths in politica 
end statesmanship. Cheap daily newspapers are 
seen now in the smallest villages, where once the 
weekly country paper was the only medium of 
public news and political criticism. The repeal 
of the tax on knowledge has had the same effect 


as the repeal of the window tax—there is more | 


light. Information of abuses has excited indigua- 


tion and a spirit of resistance against them. 
Rights“ are talked about, and claimed where 
once they were not dreamed to be possessed. It 
is as easy, if not easier, now to abolish a Church- 
rate in a village as it was thirty years ago to 
abolish it in Sheffield, Leeds, or Birmingham. 
We believe this to be a correct representation 


of the intellectual aud political progress of the 
country as distinguished from the town during 
the last few years. But if it be, what ought we 
not to expect from the country in the next ten 
days or fortnight? Are we to anticipate the 
usual result, from the small borough to the 
county elections ? Are we to have men returned 
to Parliament from these constituencies, who 


569 | shall be able to neutralise the voice and votes of 


two-thirds of the whole kingdom? And this, 
not because country people have not the power 
to determine otherwise, but because they are a 
little too indifferent or too cowardly to exercise 
that power. The result of the country elections 
for the next Parliament should represent the 
growth of the country mind since the last 
General Election. It should prove that there 
has been a marked and definite progress ; that 
some things have been discovered, and others 
grasped with firmer hold; that the political eou- 
science is 9 and has more power with the 
will; that 's truth is seen with a clearer 
vision, and held with a dearer tenacity, than was 
the case when the last appeal to the country” 
was made. If it should not beso, what will have 
been the use of the better laws, the better litera- 
ture, and the better teaching, which they now 
possess ? 

We urge our country friends, as such, to act 
up more thoroughly to what must be their con- 
victions. There ought to be a gain for Liberal 
Government and Religious Equality in almost 
every county in England. We have no doubt 
this will be, to a large extent, the case, We trust 
to see Hertfordshire wiuning one upon the Tory 
party ; South Lancashire ought to win every seat 
at its disposal. East Surrey we hope to see im- 
proved in quality, if not in quantity. The new 
seats in the West Riding of Yorkshire are, or 
ought to be, seats for Liberal members. South 
Eesex, from whence Cromwell’s Parliament and 
army drew so many of their adherents, will at 
last probably return a Liberal. Sir J. Lubbock's 
election for West Kent would give us a numerical 
gain, and place a new man of | culture, as 
well as high social position, in the House of 
Commons. South Durham is sure to go right. 
And so, all through the country, except where 
men calling themselves Liberals, and accepted by 
some as such, are bidding for seats, who have not 
yet learned the very elements of political justice. 

Some self-sacrifice will be necessary to secure 
this, and to advance the country representation 
as the town representation is likely to be ad- 
vanced, ‘ Out-voters” especially will have to 
give up their time and money, Local reputations 
and trade interests may have to be surrendered, 
but whatever be the sacrifice, it should not be 
endured that the country, as such, should stand 
still. We have only to believe, which is the fact, 
that landlords, squires, and other local planets of 
the social system, enjoy just as much power as 
we choose to give them, and no more, and the 
whole landlord influence is suapped without even 
an effort. We ask our friends to believe this 
now, if they never believed it before. If the 
Welsh people could — see this plain and 

Ipable truth, there would be neither Tory nor 

tate-Churchman representing Wales at the pre- 
sent time. Let the counties and the country 
towns respond to the call which the metropolis 
has sent forth. Let them send men fit to asso- 
ciate with a John Stuart Mill, a Göschen, and a 
Hughes. Let there be a palpable advance on any 
election that has ever taken place in this country. 
At such a time as this, the whole kingdom should 
move, and with one heart, one soul, and one 
vigorous effort, place the rights of the people, and 
especially their Christian rights, on a —

EOCLESIASTICAL NOTES. 


Two articles in the Quarterly Review on the 
position of the Church of England, one having 
reference to Mr. Gladstone and the Test Bill, and 
the other to Mr. Gladstone and the General Election, 
betoken the alarmed state of the Tory mind. The 
tirat article, entitled, The Church in her Relation to 
Politioal Parties,” discusses with great gravity the 
question whether the Church of England may descend 
into the political arena and fight as others do for her 
own right, or whether the battle of politics is not too 
degrading for hor, ‘‘May she,” seriously asks the 
writer, uss the arm of the flesh in herself-defence ? 
The state of mind of the person who could put these 
questions must be one of virgin simplicity, if not of 
somewhat buocolicignorance, Imagine an old cannibal 
inquiring whether he ought to eat meat, and the 
comparison, though faint, would be just. Desoend 
into the political arena,” and use the arm of the 
flesh”! What else but this has the Church of 
England been doing for the last three hundred years ? 
What else is she doing now? 


The question is answered as might be expected, 
but as though it had never been thought of before. 
Clergymen must live, and it is necessary to.descend 
into the political arena and use the arm of the flesh 
to get their living, and in the writer’s opinion this is 
not more political or secular” than it is for a Dissent. 
ing minister to preach a collection sermon. Besides 
this, it is recognised, after a long argument, that 
State Churobes have never been able to avoid poll - 
tical conflicts; that they sccepted this necessity 
when they acoepted endowments, when they oon - 
sented to establishment, when} they authorised 
their office-bearers to fill secular offices; and that 
since the time of Constantine they have not been 
able to avoid political warfare. Therefore the Church 
of England must descend, if need be, upon the 
political arena, and fight with political weapons for 
her rights. It is a ourious style of argament—one 
which our Paritan forefathers would have said was of a 
*‘oarnal” character, and what others have said to be 
earthly and sensual. But it is the utmost height 
which the Quarterly Review oan gain in order to look 
down upon the Church's position. 

There is another argument, however, viz., that the 
Church has to contend agsinst an organizstion in 
which every spiritual influence is utilized as a source 
of success in gaining a purely secular end,” which la 
the Tory’s charitable reading and construction of the 
aim of the Liberation party.

The second article is on The Elections,” written, 
ol course, before the City had sounded the triumphant 
Liberal note which it yesterday gave forth.

The diocese of Exeter inclades the two counties of 
Devonshire and Cornwall, the whole population of 
which, by the census of 1861, did not exceed 844,000 
souls. The Bishop has enjoyed the see since 1830. 
He is a man almost unequalled upon the pear 
bench for talent, eloquence, and energy. His 

dral staff is powerful in point of numbers and ability. 
His parochial clergy will, as a body, bear a comparison 
with those of any other diocese for Church feeling and 
energy. And yet there is not a diocese in England 
where the odium icum has been more rampant, 
or where differences of opinion on religious subjects 
are disfigured by greater personal animosities. No- 
where is Nonconſormity more powerful than in the 
diocese of Exeter.

NEW WESTMINSTER CHAPEL. 


The truly noble structure erected for the 
gational church under the pastoral care of the Rev. 
Samuel Martin has, since our last issue, been opened 
for Divine worship by a series of dedicatory services, 
although in many respects the building is yet far from 
completion. As it stands on the site of the original 
Westminster Chapel, which was erected about twenty- 
five years ago by the Metropolis Ohapel Fund Asso- 
ciation, it has been , during the erection of 
the new building, to provide for the acoommodation 
of the congregation in a tem iron church, upon 
& piece ot vacant ground near Victoria-street; and, 
the ground upon which this stands being immediately 
required for other purposes, the congregation have 
been compelled, at some inconvenience, to take pos- 
session of their new chapel in au unfinished state. 
Notwithstanding this disadvantage, all who visited the 
place at the dedicatory services must have been im- 
pressed with a sense of its great beauty and thorough 
titness for the purposes for which it is designed. 
With an assemb of considerably more than two 
thousand persons comfortably accommodated in wide 
and convenient seats, the building has no appearance of 
crowding, aud all can see and hear with comfort, 
while several hundreds more might be accommodated 
in the aisles and vacant spaces. A- 4 perfect model 
of a large place of worship it reflects the highest 
credit upon the architect, Mr. W. F. Poulton, of 
Reading; and, although all unnecessary expense has 
been avoided, and eveu the simple decorations which 
are contemplated are yet incomplete, few will deny to 
the structure the additional merit of architectural 
beauty of no common order. 

The first services were held on Thursday, the 6th 
inst., when the Rev, Dr. Cumming preached in the 
morning, and the Rev. William Brock in the evening,

the iron church, the vast area of which, adapted to 
seat about 1,600, had been cleared of its 
seats, and fitted up very tastefully for the oocca- 
sion ; and after dinner the Revs. Samuel Martin, Dr. 
Cumming, Thomas Binney, Newman Hall, and Enoch 
Mellor, and Henry Bid Eeq., treasurer to the 
building committee, addressed the assembly in very 

inent speeches. 

The Rev. Saul. MARTIN said— With reference 
to the enterprise itself, be had only one word to say. 
God in His providence seemed to bid him to engage 
in it, and, therefore, he had no option, having entire 
faith in the guidance of God's providence, and in 
the impressions and convictions received about 
certain things through intercourse with God. When 
he firat came to Westminster the old chapel had not 
heen pat in trust; there was a debt upon it of 
2,500/., and they had rented a room in which 0 
many as sixty children could be gathered. The 
chapel had been put in trust, the debt paid off, and 
new schoolrooms built at a cost of 3.000/. Still 
there was no convenient vestry for the minister, in 
which many hours during the week had to be spent. 
Bat with this exception he was perfectly comfortable, 
and had no reason to desire a new chapel, which had 
been often u upon him, but as often the subject 
was repressed and dismissed. At length, however, 
the opportunity seemed to have come for doing 
better. He saw God in that opportunity, and, 
therefore, did not dare to hesitate. It might 
have been urged by some that it was unwise 
for him to engage in such a work at his 
time of life. Bat he could honestly reply 
that he had not thought of himself ia the doing of it ; 
and that if he had not to live another year, it would 
‘be believed, have still been right for him to build 
this new place of worship. It was not for him, but 
for Christ. the same yesterday, to day, and for 
ever.” And sorry, indeed, would he be if he did 
not feel that God could at any time raise up a thousand 
ministers to take his place, and carry on the work 
far beyond anything that had yet been attained. He 
had tried to do this work heartily, and in a 
right spirit; and rejoiced in the conviction that there 
had been no manifestation amongst bis people of a 
sentiment of pride in the prospect of possessing a 
large chapel, Whatsocever they had done it was for 
Jesus sake. He felt under great obligations to his 
brethren and the members of their congregations for 
their countenance and help. He cordially thanked 
Dr. Cumming, Mr. Binney, Mr. Mellor, Mr. Brook, 
Dr. Edmond, Mr. Hall, and all who either had 
already taken part in the opening services or had 

ed to do so. There were to be no toasts or he 
would have proposed their very good healths, 

Dr. CoMMING expressed the pleasure be had felt in 
rendering any service on such an occ:sion, and tes- 
tied to the high regard in which he had always 
held Mr. Martia ever since he had known him, now 
a good many years ago. Although a warm sup- 
porter of an Established Church—and he intended to 
stand by the old ship to the last, whoever might 
desert it—he cherished a great respect for his Con- 

tional brethren, and believed that in these 

ys there existed more necesity than ever for the 

teaching of that Paritan theology which from the 

first had been a distinctive mark of their church 

life. He deeply regretted that some of even the 

most esheomed, men in the Church of Scotland were 
manifesting Broad-Charch tendencies. 

The Rev. T. BIX EVI spoke of the new chapel as a 
noble and beautifal place, and was of opinion that 
it would have been well to have deferred the open- 
ing of it till it should have been completed, even at 
the risk of waiting six months longer. He suggested, 
moreover, that for such a place there ought to be 
several ministers, seeing that no one man could ade- 
quately discharge all the duties attaching to it. 

The Rev. Newman HALL strongly protested 
against the perpetuation of the name Westminster 
Chapel,” a name at once srrogent and modest. It 

tno longer to be called Westminster Chapel, 
seeing that there were other Nonconformist places of 
ip in Westminster; and it was surely absurd 
in the highest degree to call such an immense struc- 
ture as that a chapel, which signified but a smell 
of a church. If they did not like to name 
tafter any Apostle or modern teacher, let it be 
designated Obrist’s Church, Westminster. But 
whatever the name of the place, he wished all 
manner of happiness and success to Mr. Martin. He 
uite with Mr. Binney respecting the neces- 
sity of there being several ministers for so large a 
field of labour, and trusted that at all events a curate 
would at once be found and appointed to assist the 
chief pastor. 

The Rev. Enocn Msuuor said he had known Mr. 
Martin for many years, and the longer he had known 
him the more highly he respected him. Adverting 
to some remarks that had been made by Dr. 
Camming in his sermon, respecting Christian union, 
Mr. Mellor said he had no faith in a mere union of 
words—a mere Evangelical Alliance platform union; 
a thing of professions aod not of fact. He fully 
endorsed the opinion that great necessity existed for 
keeping close to the old truths, for there was mach 
danger in these days of being drawn away from 
the Cross of Christ, by rationaliam on the one hand 
and ritualism on the other. As to the Broad-Churcb- 
men he lamented to find that they discovered far 
more sympathy for that which is broad in one direc- 
tion than in another, and therefore stood in doubt of 
them. He confessed that some of the Evangelical 
definitions had been needlessly stringent, and had 
cansed good men to recoil from them; but the 
Broad-Church not only reooiled from the definitions, 


but from the traths themeelves which had been 
endeavoured to define. We must take care not to 
be enanared by their learaing, and by professions of 
liberalism. 

In reference to the remarks of Mr. Hall, Mr. 
MARTIN said be fully admitted that such a building 
was not really a chapel in the old meaning of the 
term, which signified a little tent in which the 
cardinal’s hat was kept, and he disliked the West 
minster” part of it exceedingly; but the name 
having been given, and retained so long, he felt itto 
be at least out of his own power to change it. 

Mr. Bidgood gave a few figures, from which it ap- 
pears that the whole enterprise, including the erection 
of commodious vestries, and of a lecture-room to acoom- 
modate between 500 and 600 will involve an 
outlay of about 18,000/., of which about 14 000“. was 
either raised or promised, leaving about 4,000/. yet 
to be provided—an amount which will surely be most 
readily furnished when it is seen what noble provision 
has been made, not merely for an individual congrega- 
tion, but for a host of occasional attendants from a!l 
parts of the metropolis, who will crowd to this spot, 
asin years past, to hang on the lips of the eloquent 
bishop of this church, which, as happily suggested by 
Mr. Binney, may be regarded as a motropolitan cathe- 


dral for the Congregational body. 

Last Sabbath the palpit was occupied in the morn- 
ing and evening by the Rev. Enoch Mellor, M. A., 
of Liverpool, and in the afternoon by the Rev. 
Newman Hall, LL.B. Dr. Edmond, of Highbary, 
was announced to preach this evening; and next 
Sabbath the dedicatory services will be continued 
by Mr. Martin himself. When completed, this 
noble structare will reflect honour upon the Congre- 
gational body, and will constitate a noble monument 
of the evangelistic work with which the name of 
Samuel Martin is identified. 


The following technical description of the build- 
ing will interest many of our readers :— 


The design is carried out in the Lombardio style 
adapted to the requirements of a chapel, in which oon- 
venient accommodation fora large number of persons, 
and the best acoustical properties, are main considera- 
tions. The building stands at the junction of James- 
street and Castle-lane, and covers the site of the old 
chapel groand, as well as some additional land purchased 
recently. There is a campanile about 145 feet in ex- 
treme height at the corner of the two streets. The 
chapel is 120 feet long and 67 feet wide in the olear 
the sides being parallel for a length of 53 feet, and 
the two ends being semicircular. © organ recess over 
the portico, in the James-street frontage, makes the 
extreme internal length 130 feet. The height from 
floor to ceiling is 50 feet. The oeiling is flat in the 
centro and coved at the sides, the whole being divided 
into panels by moulded ribs springing at the base of the 
cove from semi-detached stone colamna, which divide the 
wall into bays of — width throughout. Esch bay is 
groined to admit of the windows continuing above the 
caps of the columns. There are two galleries, each hav- 
ing fronts of open ironwork, standing on a deal base of 
such a height as to secure, in measure, the privacy 
of an enclosed gallery front. The lower gallery makes the 
entire cirouit of the chapel, and is very shallow at the 
back, where it is behiod the pulpit, and very deep at the 
portico end. The upper gallery is only three pews wide, 
and does not continue across either end of the building. 
The pulpit stands on a circular platform, the centre of 
same being the centre of the circle described by the 
lower gallery. The platform will be available for public 
meetings. In front of the platform, only slightly raised 
above the floor of the chapel, is the communion table, 
with space behind for chair, and on the side is placed a 
Caen stone font. Behind the chapel, there are now in 


course of construction a commodious lecture-room for 
about 600 persons, vestries, and other apartments. The 
existing schools are not interfered wi and a parsage 


five feet wide is left between them new erec- 
tions. Special attention has been drawn to the means 
of exit. In addition to the three doorways of porti 
which are intended chiefly for entrance to the grou 
floor, there are two additional exit porches on each side. 
The galleries are approached by four and each 
staircase has an exit quite d ct from the -floor 
exits. There are thus eleven separate exits from thechapel, 
exclusive of that appropriated for the use of the minister. 
The accommodation is for 3,000 persona, of which num- 
ber, about 2,400 are in pews and free seats, K., and the 
rest in standing spaces. Lighting is effected by forty- 
four starlights suspended from the ceiling intersections, 
and by brackets under the galleries. Ventilation is se- 
cured by means of gratings in the floor for the admission 
of external air—all under control—and bya number 
of openings in the ceiling, round the sides of the panels, 
also under control for the exit of foul air. Temporary 
provision is made for heating by means of stoves, but 
every arrangement is made for the adoption of a warw- 
air system, if desired, at a future time. The materials 
of construction are stock bricks with red bricks in band 
cornices, Ko., and Bath stone dressings. Messrs. Myers 
are the contractors for the building at the sum of 12,758/. 
Messrs. Ching and Co. and Messrs. Peard and Jackson are 
the contractors for the gas- pipes and fittings respectively. 
The carving has been executed by Mr. Nichols, of Lon- 
don, and the stained glass by Messrs. Edmundson, of 
Manchester. Mr. W. F. Poulton, of Reading, is the 
architect.

The advices from New York extend to Jane 28th. 
A deputation from South Carolina has had an 
interview with President Jobnson to request the 
appointment of a Civil Governor. Johnson replied 
that no State could go out of the Union. He must 
deal with restoration, not reconstruction. The 
ple of South Carolina could not be admitted to 
onal representation until they called a con- 
vention and adopted the Federal and State Covstitu- 
tional amerdment abolishing slavery. He thought 
if negro suflrage were now granted, employers would 
control negro suffrage to the detriment of the 
whiter. He would, after consultation with his 
Cabinet, consider the appoiutmentuf a Governor. The 
delegation announced their readiness to fulfil those 
conditions, and submitted to the President the 
names of their fellow-citizens from which to select a 
Provisional Governor.

Tux Nerwty-piscoverrp Arzican Laxs.—Sir 
Roderick Murchison publishes a letter from Mr. 
Samuel Baker, dated Khartoum, April 30, 1 4 
full account of his discovery of the African lake. Bir 
Roderick considers that the importent additional 
knowledge obtained by Mr. Baker, showing the exist- 
ence of great cataracts on the Nile between the point 
where Speke leſt the river and the place where be next 
met it, explains that which has been looked upon as a 
serious difficulty in the acceptance of the views of that 
eminent explorer. He adds: “Judging from a care- 
fully-drawn map which Mr. Baker has sent to me, and 
also from a passage in his letter, I infer that he eub- 
stantiates the opinion adopted by Speke, that the Nile 
flowed into the Luta Nzig6, and then emerged from it 
in its course to Gondokoroi.” Mr. Baker himself 
holds that the Victoria Lake and the Albert Lake 
(which he has just discovered) are the indubitable 
—4 of the river. The newly-found lake is a vast 

in lying in an abrupt depression, the cliffs, which 
Mr. Baker descended by a difficult pass, being 1,470 
feet above its level. The lake level is 2,070 feet, being 
1,132 feet lower than the Nile at M’rooli; accordingly 
the drainage of the country tends from east to west. 
From the high ground above the Jake no land is visible 
from the south and south-west ; but north-west and 
west is a large range of mountains rising to about 
7,000 feet above the lake level, forming the western 
shore, and running south-west parallel to the course of 
the lake. Both King Kamrasi and the natives assured 
Mr. Baker that tho lake is known to extend into Ru- 
manika’s country to the west of Karagwé, but from 
thet point, in about 1 deg. 30 min. S. lat., it turns 
suddenly to the west, in which direction its extent is 
unknown. In N. lat. 1 deg. 14 min., where Mr. 
Baker reached the lake, it is about sixty miles wide, 
but the width increases southward. The water is 
deep, sweet, aud transparent ; the shores are generally 
clean and free from reeds, forming a sandy beach. Its 
actual length from north to south is s to be about 
260 geographical miles, independent of ite unknown 
course to the west, between 1 deg. and 2 deg. south 
latitude, and of its similar course in the north, in lat. 
about 3 degrees.

Lord Cranworth, formerly Baron Rolfe, suc- 
ceeds Lord Westbury as Lae High Chancellor of 
Eaogland—the Attorney-General being, it is said, 
unwilling to relinquish his seat iu the House of 
Commons. Lord Cranworth’s antecedents as the 
occupant of the woolsack are favourable. He 
maintained at the highest elevation the standard 
of judicial purity, and gained credit for his good 
appointments ; bat he is a timid law reformer. 
There is deplorable news from New Zealand 
by the delayed Australian mail, consisting of 
details of the borrible murder and mutilation of 
the Rev. C. 8. Volkuer, an Episcopal missionary, 
who was put to death by a band of fanatics 
who were making a tour of the northern island 
to promulgate some new superstition, and 
had induced the whole settlement at Opotiki to 
renoume Christianity. These perambulating 
murderers seem, in the present stale of native 
feeling, to carry all before them. Mission 
stations have had to be abandoned, and 
the labours of many years have proved 
fruitless. ‘‘ The Hauhau fanaticism,” it is said, 
“is on the iucrease, and threatena to pervade 
Maoridom.” ‘This isa very disappointing result 
of a quarter of a century's missionary work, and 
seems to indicate an inability to get a permanent 
hold upon the hearts of the New Zealand natives. 


YESTERDAY'S ELECTIONS. 


Tux metropolitan elections, with the exception 
of Finsbury aud Southwark, are decided—in 
almost every instance as we could have wished, 
Not a single Tory candidate has been returned— 
nay, it can hardly be said that any one of them 
cute a respectable figure on the poll. In the 
City, Ly«ll and Fowler were upwards of 2,000 
votes below Baron Rothachild, the lowest of the 
Liberal candidates. In Westminster, Mr. Smith’s 
immense local interest aud expenditure did not 
evable him to come withia 500 of bis opponents. 
In Lambeth, Mr. Haig, ia sporting phrase, was 
nowhere. In Greeuwich, Maxwell lagged behin:! 
Mr. Salomons by more than 1,000 votes, and 
behind sir Charles Bright by nearly 600. The 
metropolis is evidently not retrogressive in its 
political sentiment, whatever may prove to be 
the case iu the provinces. On the contrary, the 
most advauced, the ableat, and the boldest Libe- 
rals take the place of honour. In the City Mr. 
Göschen, in Westminster Mr. Stuart Mill, in 
Lambeth Mr. Hughes, are respectively at the 
head of the poll. Lord Fermoy seems to have 
fallen into disrepute in Marylebone, and is re- 

laced by Mr. Thomas Chambers; and Mr. 

wrence has not maintained his ground in 
Laubeth. The huge constituency of the Tower 
Hamlets re-elected their members without a 
contest, and Messrs. Ayrton aud Butler had the 
houour of becoming the first two members of the 
vew Parliament. 

The capital of the empire has done more than 
vindicate its Liberal and progressive tendencies, 
It has sent men to Parliament who will wipe 
out the reproach agsiust the metropolitan con- 
atituencies that they generally prefer represeuta- 
tives who are unable to carry weight iu the 
House of Commons. The charge was far too 
sweeping before—it now falls to the ground. 
Less than ever can it be said that the metro- 
politan members are mere delegates and voting 
machines. It is natural that the various inte- 
rests of London should have inflaeuce in the 


Imperial Parliament—that its commerce and local 
requirements should be uately represented. 
Bat now the intelligence and matared thought 
which are consecrated to the service of the people 
will find adequate exponents in the great council 
of the nation. The me has sent to the 
Senate a Gischen, who has shown that states- 
manship is compatible with mercantile pursuits ; 
a Mill, who can rescue principles and 
neglected truths from the rubbish of party tra- 
ditions; and a Hughes, who will bring a keen 
and thoughtful intellect to the consideration of 
some of the social problems which are ripe for 
solution. In Westminster we have seen a h 
reputation and lofty integrity evoke so healthy 
a moral feeling as to break to pieces all the ma- 
chinery, and defeat all the artifices, of ordinary 
electioneering. For Lambeth a trusted man has 
been carried into Parliament by the sheer force 
of popular enthusiasm rightly direcced. These 
are new experiences for London—indications 
that neither money-making, nor political indif- 
ference, nor old traditions, have shrivelled op 
the generous instincts of the people. The metro- 
polis this week has not only raised the standard 
of advanced Liberalism, but has shown that 
political life and moral energy underlie its pro- 
fessions. Though it has not increased ite Liberal 
members, it has multiplied its ee pe re! 
power. Such an unexpected revival will te 
upon the country at large. 
Yesterday, in scores o the hustings 
conflict was in full vigour—to-day it E 
with added flerceuess around the polling- 
In a large number of places already the election 
has not gone beyond the formality of nomina- 
tion. Day by day the young Parliament will 
increase in its proportions, Represeuted on 
Monday by two individuals, the muster-roll 
was yesterday swollen to ninety- three, and before 
the sun goes down this evening, more than half 
the members of the new House of Commons will 
have been elected. Election excitement runs 
high—in a few boroughs it has reached fever 
heat—but it is gratifying to record that in no 
case, not even in Nottingham, has it broken out 
into disorder and riot. London, with its huge 
constituencies, has set a good example, which the 
country is nobly following. 


Upon the votes recorded this day will, to a 
t extent, depend the complexion of the new 
ouse of Commons. We are warranted in acce 
ing the unmistakeable decision of the metropolis 
as a favourable omen. Here and there the 
Liberal party may sustain unexpected reverses, 
but all the indications point to an increase in its 
numbers, aud a marked improvement in its 
uality. Thoogh elected under Lord Palmerston 
there is a universal conviction that the new Par- 
liament is not hie. It will be instinct with a 
spirit alien to traditional statesmanship. It 
seems likely to contain in large proportion 
elements that cannot be moulded according to 
— convenience, or be lysed by senile 
apathy. Its nominal leader may still, in accord- 
ance with his election address, 6x his gaze upon 
the past; but the young Parliament will turn 
all its thoughts to the future. In what way 
January and May are to be reconciled—how the 
earnest Lioeralism that is beginning to surge 
into the House of Commons is to work with the 
hand-to-hand statesmanship which is typified by 
Lord Palmerston—we cannot pretend to say. 
But we have faith that the political life which 
now auimstes the nation will ere long find for 
itself a suitable channel. 


THE CARDIGANSHIRE ELECTION. 


WE cannot insert the letters of Mr. Henry 
Richard, the one to his friends aud fellow-country- 
men, the other to ourselves, explanatory of the 
circumstances under which his candidature for 
the county of Cardigan was brought to a close, 
without expressing the grievous disappointment 
we feel at the unfavourable issue. We feel it, in 
the first place, on account of the principles to 
which we are especially committed, and of which 
Mr. Richard would have been so efficient a repre- 
sentative. Few men living would, in our sober 
jadgment, have carried a deeper attachment to 
those principles into the House of Commons, or 
superior ability to commend them by his advo- 
cacy—none would have lent more weight to them 
bY the uprightness of his character or the courtes 
of his personal bearing. We anticipated mu 
from his return to Parliament, for in him we 
could have counted upon earnestness, eloquence 
and judgment. It seems, however, that it was 
not to be, at least just now. 

We regret the issue, in the second place, on 
account of the reputation of Welsh Noncon- 
formity. We fondly believed that Mr. Richard 
would have furnished the occasion of redeemin 
it. For the present General Klection, we shoul 
have been satistied with bis return. Wales, it is 
true, ought to send up to the House of Commons

a complete anx of representatives of the right 
stam Pied might do so if she would. But she 
is —＋ an inexplicable spell. Her otherwise 
sturdy children cower under a self-inflicted super- 
stition, and landlord influence is 1 to be 
invincible. They are haunted by that demon 
which needs but to be faced to vanish. They 
make themselves political slaves, and put public 
contempt on their most religiously cherished 
—— es, and for what? Simply because they 

ve allowed themselves to be 1 by a 
bagbear of their own imagination. ey fancy 
themselves to be ion the hands of the landowners, 
whereas they constitute such an overwhelming 
majority over nearly the entire Principality that 
the landowners are in their hands, They have 
been mesmerised into a atate of political catalepsy, 
and are the veriest tools of a few families who 
would be powerless to dispose of their suffrages 
were they once to awake to their responsibilities. 
Mr. Richard’s election would have broken that 
spell. His appearance in his native county as a 
candidate sufficed to evoke its manhood, and had 
he proceeded to the poll would unquestionably 
have freed every Welsh county hereafter from 
unnatural political domination. We are sorry 
that the men of Cardiganshire were deprived of 
the opportunity of asserting and proving their 
bravery. That they would have availed them- 
selves of it with thankfulness and eothusiasm is 
now abundantly apparent, and had they done 8», 
and oe out, as they would have done, de- 
liverance themselves, they would have un- 
sealed the eyes of all their countrymen, and we 
should never again bave been compelled to re- 
proach the Welsh community with hindering the 
movement it behoves them both by their princi- 
ples and their affections to countenance and serve, 

Having said thus much, we are bound to 
admit that the unfortunate decision by which 
Mr. Richard’s candidature was so prematurely 
brought to an end, whoever may be morally re- 
sponsible for it, wus 80 — so entirely in 
conformity with the usual course of things, and 
must have appeared at the moment when it was 
taken so imperative, that although we deeply de- 
plore we cannot blame it. The truth is, that in all 
such cases, we are all of us a little too fearful of 
acting up to our first impressions. We stand 
upon the brink of the stream into which we were 
prompted to plunge, and wet our feet, and shiver 
and shrink, and, in this state of feeling we are 
too open to the suggestiona of the timid and 
cautious, that it were better for us to forego our 
resolution. It is usually a man’s own friends, 
those who agree with him in bis principles, and 
are most sincerely attached to his person, and to 
whom, therefore, he lays open his proposals in 
the first instance, that discouragingly influence 
him when heis bent upon any bold enterprise. 
In perfect good faith and good feeling, they see 
the difficulties more distinctly and impressively 
than he. They have not warmed into deter- 
mination. Their blood is not up. Once com- 
mitted, and they would be ready for any exertion 
and self-sacrifice. But, until committed, they 
help to make impractic@#ble the very thing they 
really desire. Their first thought is seldom that 
the work must and shall be done, so far at least 
as they may contribute to it, but how great are 
the difficulties which must be encountered. We 
are most of us too apt to be swayed by these 
damping manifestations, which our knowledge of 
human nature should teach us to expect. It is 
difficult to know precisely when to disregard the 
counsels of timidity, and to decide whether 
friends shall deter you, or whether you shall 
drag them along with you. But experience has 
taught us the lesson that the greater the work 
that has to be done, the stronger and more in- 
domitable must be the will to push aside the 
hazards. Faith and courage are better qualifi- 
cations for success than mistrust and caution. 

Mr. Richard's brief candidature—if, indeed, it 
can be said to have had a commencement—!as 
undoubtedly effected something worth gaining. 
It drove a Tory out of the field. It put an eu! 
to an unworthy compact between the dominant 
families of the county. It will probably secure 
for the Liberals an additional vote. It was not, 
however, such a result as the splendid oppor- 
tunity might have gained for us. We want voices 
as well as votes. Wales is able to give us— 
to give the truths they hold—that much needed 
advantage. We are sorry beyond measure that 
she has been baulked by circumstances, and 
must content ourselves with hoping for better 
fortune next time.

‘‘YOU DO SHAKE HANDS WITH 
YOURSELF.” 


ALL our readers have of course read that once 
popular book, ‘* Uacle Tom's Cabin.” Werecall one 
sentence, in whioh St. Clair, in conversing with his 
staid and proper relative Miss Ophelia, lays it down 
as a fact that nobody wants to talk seriously in hot 


weather, and that, what with mosquitoes and all, a 
fellow can’t get himeelf up to any very sablime 
moral flights.“ Heartily as we rejoice, and thank- 
fully too, in such summer weather as that with whiob 
we are now blessed, we feel like St. Clair, and oar 
state of mind reoalle the time when our motto was 
flang at us, and hit us as the same authority would 
say, like a very pebble of truth.“ It was on one 
warm summer day, when blue sky and green grass, 
and the carolling of birds, and the sweet perfame of 
flowers, just as now, made the mere sense of life an 
exquisite enjoyment, that we were idly taking our 
pleasure in that hour of the day which an Enaglish- 
man feels to be his own by an emphasis of interest 
the vacant space between dinner and tea, We had 
dined well, and were therefore good-tempered, our 
friends were few and wisely chosen; so that we 
lay at ease and gave expression to our state of satis- 
faction, both mentally and bodily, by a strong ex- 
pression or two. One of our company, a stalwart, 
thoughtful, matter-of fact German, out us short by a 
rebuke the more amusing from its broken English, 
** You do shake hands with yourself.“ 


Well, we do go through that little operation with 
ourselves, each and all of us probably, with more 
‘frequency, and rather more sincerity, than when we 
stretch out that member of our body in reality to 
grasp, or it may be simply touch, the proffered hand 
of our neighbour, Shaking hands now is‘ no more 
to be regarded as an evidence of affection, than a 
gentleman lilting his hat to a lady as he passes her 
in the street is a token of his respect for her, In 
both cases it is simply a conventional usage, which i- 
meant to imply nothing, and is taken accordingly. 
But go back to the old days, when the grip of your 
friend meant, that eo long as you lived, your honour 
was his honour, your good name and fair fame were 
his, to be defeoded ayainst all comers, aye, even to 
the death. That was sometuing like a shake of the 
hand, too, when the old simple ‘‘ hand-fesating,” and 
it might have been too, the division of a silver six- 
pence, bound together two hearts and two fortunes 
as iodissolubly as the signing of any contract, or the 
benediction of any priest. We remember the re- 
proof given of old-—“ Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better than these ? for 
thou dost not enquire wisely concerning this.” Bat 
we sometimes regret that while customs remain, the 
spirit which gave them foroe and vitality has long 
since departed, and that from our birth to our grave 
we are tied and bound by a cobain of observances, 
which instead of binding oe to our fellow-men, in- 
vites us to dead forms alone. 


But still, shakes of the hand are curious things. 
There is the shake patronising, of which ladies 
knowW more than the other sex, for they practice it 
more. The shake, we mean, which is intended to 
express a lively sense in the mind of the shaker ol 
the inch or two of difference in the social scale 
between herself or himself and the shaked L It 
suggests a drawing-room a trifle the largest, an esta- 
blishment altogether a little better appointed, con- 
tributions to charitable institutions f (each duly 
reported in print, of course), a little more ample 
and a general state of pecuniosity which is highly 
satisfactory, to the giver, at any rate, bat not very 
generally, we venture to say, to the recipient. This 
species of salutation, too, oddly enough, is as possible 
with nations as it is with individuale. We used to 
bear a great deal—it has not been wafted over the 
water quite so often lately—from what are called 
our Transatlantic cousins, of their immense supe- 
riority, their inexhaustible resources, and their 
general ability to whip the whole world! The one 
is in little, what the other is on a large scale, and 
both, while professedly doiog the civil to their 
neighbours, are io reality exemplifying our friend’s 
motto, Lou do ehake hands with yourself.” 

Not long ago we were anfortunately doomed to 
spend the evening with a genuine Irishman, one in 
whom patriotiem had fairly run mad. Sme small 
country place in the far north was not only his 
world, but was really all the world to him. He bad 
been to Sootland: nothing of architecture there 
could be compared with what he could show at 
home! The boasted agriculture of Eogland was 
something to laugh at by the side of Irish farming. 
The intelligence and refinement of Irish peasantry 


the good old man whose eyes had become so used to 
the distinguishing costume of his own Society that 
his grandest conception of Heaven could only com- 
pass the idea of an innumerable company—of 
Quakers!—to this man, Presbyterianiem was the 
only ism that was worthy of the consideration of an 


The man who travelled 
in comparison with thie individeal, and was dis- 
tanced completely: But it was the beet illustration 
of the happy etate of thorough satisfaction with one’s 
self, which our title hints at, that we have yet had 
presented to us, 

— e meeme e. shake, in which the 
stretohed-ou ies in yours, damp, some- 
times like Uriah Heap’s ; pea Bway Be heavy, & 
dead fish is the only comparison which at all resem- 
bles it. You wonder why it is in contact with you 
at all, and you speculate rapidly as to how you can 
get rid of it now and avoid possible repetition. And 
you feel annoyed, thrown back upon yourself, and 
quite puzzled as to the real meaning of such a sala- 
tation. We have pretty generally found that under 
such an exterior there was all the pretence, ‘* umble- 
ness” of Uriah Heap, and that it was only another 
form of the same disease, shaking hands with one’s 
self. 

The polite shake, if such it oan be called, wherein 
only the two longest digits of one hand just reat for 
an instant only on the two fingere—little 
oan be said of this: it is peculiarly an institution of 
the nineteenth century, and asnearly as we can make 
out, implies either a doubt as to whether your exis- 
tence in society ought to be recognised at all, or a 
tixed determination to sit upon you and reduce you 
as nearly as possible to a nonentity in the eyes of 
all persons of consideration. for the 
rest of the world, the power of sach people is seldom 
equal to their will. But this isa very virulent form 
of the same disease. Of the, good old-fashioned 
salutation which will be at once recognised if we call 
it the pump-handle shake, we do not feel inclined to 
say much in the way of oritioiam. Modern fashion- 
ables may sneer at ite vulgarity, and young exquisites 
may express their disgust as ite heartiness and 
francness, At least, then, it has a heart; and we do 
not care to dissect auything which has a living, beat- 
ing pulse, and is not just a mookery and a sham, 

One thing before we end our comments mast be 
noticed; and that is, the remarkable way in which 
the shakes of the hand you receive from your neigh- 
bour ascend to the boiling point or recede to sero, 
scoording as to whetber you are supposed to be 
going up in the world or coming down, Ask your 
friend to become surety for you; and if he do not 
quote some of the well-known proverbs wherein 
Solomon (from his own observation it may be) 
describes the sure end of such a transaction, he will 
at least touch your hand as lightly as if you had the 
Russian plague, or perhaps even pass by on the 
other side. But we oan best illustrate our meaning 
by noting down the experience of a young minister, as 
we hesrd him narrate it quite recently, When 
only a student,“ a lady whose family was dis- 
tantly o noeocted with his own, and who was reported 
wealth), and treated accordingly, used to salute him 
with a „ tand and distant bow. Time psseed, and 
at the «id of his college course two or three congre- 
ation were anxious to seoure his ministrations ; aad 
the la y ascended the soale and greeted him with 
a min um shake of the hand, The ordination day 
came, id his old professors spoke warmly of bis 
stude:,. lays, and prophesied kindly of his miniete- 
rial fc’ ure ; and the bright prospects were acknow- 
ledged ty a bearty shake and a meant-to-be winning 
smile. But not long after, when the predictions 
were li: ppily realised, and the addition of galleries to 
the clurch became necessary, on the day for re- 
opening, his thoroughly altered position in the lady's 
eyes v u evidenced by the greeting, Dear Mr. So- 
and -e, we are so pleased at your success! What day 
will y.u come and dine with as? Our girls will be 
so very glad to welcome you!//" No doubt—but 
the f.ct of getting on in the world wonderfully 
quickens the desire of some people to claim relation- 
ship with you, and of others to make your soquaint- 
ance. It is hardly necessary, we suppose, in this 
case, to add that in the mind of this minister the 
lady took her place in the category of those very 
good people of whom Hannah More is reported to 
have said“ that it would be quite time enough to 
make their acquaintance in heaven,”

After his able survey of the whole argument, the 
Doctor gives an earnest chapter on the Duties of 
“ Protestants.” Heartily do we wish that we had 
found in that chapter his trenchant denunciation 
of State-Churchism and Puseyism. We looked 
for it as essentially belonging to such duties 
when set forth bv a Nonconformist divine, and 
were grieved to be disappointed. If they had 
involved the repetition of some things in his 
treatise on Po and yism,” the repeti- 
tion might well have been ex We are 
sorry that a book so serviceable as far as it 
should want this grave instruction to eomplete 
it. We wish that Dr. Campbell may have the 
opportunity of perfecting the “legacy to his 
ayes in the speedy issue of another 
edition.

CHRISTIANITY AND THE DECALOGUE* 


Under what will be to some the deterring 
title of “ Lent Sermons,” Mr. Oakley, a clergy- 
man of the Established Church, publishes a 
series of very excellent discourses upon the above 
subject. The firet thing that strikes us about 
them is their extreme unlikeness to the dis- 
courses usually delivered from our own pulpits. 
It ie not that we fail to recognise in them the 
same essential doctrines of Christian faith. The 
theology of the author is eminently a Christology, 
and it would be impossible to show a deeper 
conviction than is here displayed, that the foun- 
dations of faith are laid iu the person, life, and 
death of the Redeemer. But while it has been the 
practice of our own ministers to give prominence 
to doctrinal exposition and enforcement of these 
facts, in these and most other sermons emanating 
from the same school, “ doctrine’ is for the most 
part assumed, and the teaching is chiefly prac- 
tical. Thus, while the former, iu dealing with the 
Decalogue, would be likely to insist primarily 
upon the conditions of salvation by works and by 
faith, and upon the relation of the propitiatory 
sacrifice of Christ to the moral law, Mr. Oakley, 
following a high precedeut, as all must allow, 
really preacbes about the Ten Commandments. 
It has been remarked that there are two equally 
allowable ways of dealing with a subject in the 
pulpit: you may either plant yourself in the 
centre and work out to the eireumſerence, or you 
may begin in the circumference and work steadily 
towards the centre. Mr. Oakley’s method is 
rather the latter than the former. In dealing 
with a moral precept, such as, “ Thou shalt not 
steal,” he is far from being content with mere 
ethical truth. Nothing is more characteristic of 
his mode of treatment, than his earnest endeavour 
to trace the roots of all correct conduct to their 
centre in God the Father and the revealed Son,

„Not selfish effort, however honourable; not self- 
respect, however just; not hard „ 75 integrity, 
however strict, really keeps the spirit of the Eighth or 
the Tenth Co at. Only the higher grace of 
charity, the very boud of peace and of all virtues, 
keeps the true heart, the honest heart, the independent 
heart, gentle and tender with the spirit of God. Stern 
business integrity may be a rnare to the worst type of 
sefiishness—oomplacent belief in a man’s own virtue 
and strength. It needs to be tempered by the sense of 
his own imperfect reach of truth after all, softened by 
sympathy for his fellow-men, watered with the dew of 
God's elevated and enlightened by the —— 
of Christ the truth, and Christ the friend of sinful 
sufferiog humanity, to make it the true spirit of trath, 
as the truth is in Jesus. For His truth is also love. 
And only such truth as Christ's, only Christ's love, is 
the fulfilling of His law of truth and love.”—P. 110,

Another characteristic of Mr. Oakley's style 
of discourse is, that he freely introduces 
references to existing circumstances, passing 
events, social ard political struggles. Thus, 
treating of patriotism as an extension of 
the Divine order of the family, in a sermon 
preached at a time when all England was wrung 
with pity for Poland and Denmark, he cannot 
refrain from adducing that sympathy, as an 
illustration of the nobleness of a feeling which 
„ Ekindles fellowship and admiration even beyond 
the country which is the special object of it.“ 
And in developing the precept, “ Thou shalt do 
no murder,” he does not miss the opportunity 
of showing what “ constructive” murder is 
involved in the neglect to provide for the 
*‘ public health, the sound and wholesome educa- 
“ tion of the young, and the due and decent 
* accommodation of all classes of the country.” 
(P.13.) We by no means object to this. The 
peril to the pulpit lies not in its association with 
man’s common, everyday concerns, but in its 
severance from them. True, our churches and 
chapels must not be turned into lecture-rooms ; 
but there is an art—if men were wise—of making 
the secular spiritual, as well as of making the 
spiritual secular. We are not quite sure, however, 
that it was judicious to introduce into this same 

, a discussion respecting capital punish- 
ments. The more so, as the preacher confesses 
to not being able to speak upon it with deoi- 
sion, and with a strong and clear opinion” of 
his own. The pulpit is not the place for debate, 
and exposition of arguments pro and con. On 
social and other collateral questions, it should 
praise or condemn as it has the weight of God’s 
truth at its back, but should render “no un- 
“ certain sound.“ 


Mr. Oakley not unfrequently gives forcible ex- 
ression to truths, not ind novel, but lying 
ess in the beaten track. In proof of this we 

select a few preguaut sentences, sufficient in 
themselves to show that his mind is of no com- 
mon order :— 


** It is often a sufficient answer toa doctrine or a rule, 
that if it were true, or if it were enforced, human lif 
or human society, could not go on. God made man, 
man must live. Laws of life, modes of improvement, 
we look for, and have received from God; laws which 
kill, modes of self-extinction, do not end cannot come 
from bim. — P. 82. 

It is the suste and danger of a regular ministry, es- 
pecially in an Established Church, to allow itself to be 
thought, and to become, the apologist and advocate of 
things as they are, instead of an agevoy of gradual, but 
constant, progress and reform.

One word as to the view which Mr. Oakley 
takes of the observance of such seasons as that 
which occasioned these lectures. Upon this point 
some very sensible and candid observations are 
made in the introductory portion. There is no 
probability that members of other religious bodies 
will be induced by what is here said to become 
observers of Lent. But rather than presume 
to apply to those who do so, the indignant rebuke 
of St. Paul —« Ye observe times and seasons — 
we would join in vindicating personal freedom for 
those who while they disclaim, as the author does, 
all special sanctity as attaching to the season, find 
in ite observance a means of grace. What it is 
right,” Mr. Oakley admits, “to do and talk 
“about in Lent, it is right to do and talk about 
“at other seasons of the year. . Lent 
gets up no exceptional standard of holiness, pre- 
„ scribes no duties as peculiar to six weeks in the 
„year. It does but utter io an emphatic tone, 
“ and bring into peculiar prominence, those prin- 
“ciples which at all times and on all occasions 
“are the motives of Christian conduct any- 
“where and everywhere—self-mastery, modera- 
“tion, sacrifice.” (P. 3.) 


BRIEF NOTICES. 


Sermons. By the late Rev. ALEXANDER POLLOOK, 
A. M., Chaplain of the Magdalen Asylum, Leeson-street, 
Dublin. Edited by Sanur Boroner, D. D., Regius 
Professor of Divinity in the University of Dablin, 
(Dublia : Hodges, Smith, and Co., 104, Grafton-street.) 
1865. A tribute of reverential and affectionate tender- 
ness introduces this volume to the public. Dr. Butcher 
describes Mr. Pollock as a gifted minister in the Churoh 
of Ireland, struck down suddenly by mortal disease, in 
the prime of manhood, and full exercise of matured 
powers of mind. His last sermon he preached on the 
first day of the year, and in little more than two months 
was he mourned for at the grave. He is described as 
eloquent both in the pulpit and on the platform ; a man 
of broad and loving sympathies, whose advocacy was 
much sought at religious anniversaries. He wrote, also, 
in influential periodicals —some of the ablest papers in 
“The Christian Examiner” were contributed by him. 
The sermons are a selection from a mass of M.SS. They 
are posthumous, none of them having been prepared for 
the press ; and readers are reminded that it is impossible 
to transfer to the page the ‘‘ earnest and impassioned 
manner, the voice of unusual richness and flexibility,” 
with which the preacher urged their truths on the con- 
science and beart. Their doctrine is orthodox, their 
style simple, and their spirit always affectionate. Ocoa- 
sionally they rise into a tender and pathetic eloquence. 
This appears especially true of those discourses in which 
the preacher was advocating one or another of the 
branches of that Christian philanthropy to which he 
devoted his life. Their perusal will ever refresh and 
purify the heart. 


Christ and Man ; or, God's Answer to our Chief Ques- 
tions. By WU TAX Barucats. (London: Jackson, 
Walford, and Hodder, 27, Paternoster-row.) This is a 
book of thought, and can be appreciated only as its sub- 
J ars entertained with all the gravity and care their 
importance demands. The author truly says, ‘* There is 
throughout it a persistent and prolonged effort both to 
** state the prime facts in our moral nature and ciroum- 
** stances, and the prime facts in the Mediatorship of 
Christ,“ and to exhibit the adaptations of the latter to 
compass all the demands arising from the former. The per- 
son and offices of Christ, Christ in relation to mankind, to 
the individual soul, to the family, to the market, to the 
State, to His own; Church, to the age, are the subjects 
of as many distinct chapters. The plan of the writer 
has involved him in repetitions that sometimes weary 
the reader, and he has suffered himself to treat his 
themes too abstractedly at times for the popular impres- 
sion he desires. We have been pleased with much in 
his chapter on the Spirit of the Age,” and believe that 
his care throughout the volume to hold up the Personal 
Christ most vividly to the faith and love of men is the 
duty just now most incumbent on all the teachers of 
Christianity. While the book is marked by the unity 
the writer claims for it, several of the chapters are com- 
plete in themselves, and may be most profitably read by 
those whose relations or duties are especially discussed 
in them. Excerpts from the book might be adapted for 
separate publication with advantage to different classes. 


Attitudes and Aspects of the Divine Redeemer. By 
the Rev. J. A. WALLACE, Author of * Pastoral Recol- 
lections,” Ko. (Edinburgh : Johnson and Co.) We 
have here thirty-one very short sermons on dif- 
t erent appearances and acts of our Lord during His life 
on earth. They are written in an easy, colloquial 
train, and may have been originally addressed, in an 
, XPanded form, to some country congregation. The 
neidents selected are vividly presented, discoursed upon, 
and improved,“ and each one brings out into relief 
some feature of our Lord’s character, or instance of His 
— In an introductory chapter the author objects to 
ebe often-repeated saying that ‘‘ Christianity is not a 
doctrine, but a life,” and thinks that the tendency 
of such a proposition is to throw creeds and confes- 
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sions of faith into the shade, and even prevent men 
from looking in simplicity of faith to a living and life- 
“ giving Saviour.” We are inclined to think that all 


that is meant by this saying la that a man’s Christianity h 


is not to be estimated by the Christian doctrine professed, 


but by the Christian lifo lived ; and that our author , 


intends rather to object to the proposition that the ob- 
ject of faith is not the doctrines of the Gospel, but the 
person of Jesus Christ. He states his conviction that 
there cannot be a lifo without a doctrine, just as there 
cannot be a building without a foundation; that Chris- 
tianity is both doctrine and life ; and that the doctrine 
is the very basis on which the life is built. Further on 
he says, and in this we fully agree with him, The best 
** way to eatiefy ourselves as to what Christianity is, is 
* to consider and to apprehend what Christ Himself is,” 
and it is to help inquirers in coming to Christ that this 
little volume is written. It does not enter deeply into 
„the subject, nor does it by any means exhaust it. It 
„% merely touches, and in a hasty and superficial way, on 
few of the most arresting of the attitudes and aspeots 
„k the Divine Redeemer.” We object to some of the 
headings of the discourses as fantastical, such as Jesus 
“standing still,” Jesus sto»xpiog down.“ Jesus 
looking round; and we think such words or phrases 
as ‘* notwithstanding of,” “‘ didn’t,” “ coufl not stand 
it. » “rested at the bar,” in printed sermons should be 


avoided.

This scheme has for so long been a subject of public interest, 
and has been so fully discussed by the press, that it is un- 
now to add more in justification of the prospectus, 
than give a very brief summary of the Parliamentary pro- 
cvedings in relation to it, and an estimate of the profit likely 
to gt us to the Shareholders 
It was for the n powers to construct the works 
named in the Concession that application was made to Parlia- 
ment; powers also being obtained for the reclamation of the 
1 le Pinte, and for the construction of the calvert shown by 
the blue line on the map, should it hereafter be deemed 
expedient further to develope the operations of the company.
